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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1a, drawn to a fluid drop steering device being a mechanical actuator 
(for example, as presently disclosed in claim 2) 

Species 1b, drawn to a fluid drop steering device being a heater (for example, as 
presently disclosed in claim 6) 

Species 1c, drawn to a fluid drop steering device being a plurality of electrodes 
(for example, as presently disclosed in claim 16) 

Species 2a, drawn to a fluid drop forming mechanism being a heater (for 
example, as presently disclosed in claim 17) 

Species 2b, drawn to a fluid drop forming mechanism being a piezoelectric 
actuator (for example, as presently disclosed in claim 18) 

Species 3a, drawn to the fluid drop forming mechanism is a drop on demand 
drop forming mechanism (for example, as presently disclosed in claim 20) 

Species 3b, drawn to the fluid drop forming mechanism is a continuous drop 
forming mechanism (for example, as presently disclose in claim 21) 
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Species 4a, drawn to the fluid drop steering device located within the fluid 
chamber (for example, as presently disclosed in claim 25) 

Species 4b, drawn to the fluid drop steering device located removed from the 
fluid chamber (for example, as presently disclosed in claim 26)
